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a one year life cycle. Most of 
them die after spawning, and 
only a negligible percent live on 
until the second year. 

Strangely enough good spawn- 
ing years are not necessarily 
good stock or brood years in ma- 
rine animals. The reasons are that 
there is always a vast over-sup- 
ply.of spawn. A little figuring 
wil show why. 

Last year 200,000,000 pounds 
of shrimp were taken in the Gulf 
of Mexico Thus it is probably 
safe to say that there were 20, 
000,000 pounds of spawners. If we 
assume half were females that 
gives 10,000,00 pounds. Assum- 
ing they were 20 count shrimp 
that gives 200,000,000 females. 
An adult female shrimp lays 500, 
000 to 1,000,000 eggs. Taking the 
lower figure we find that the 
total figure is one hundred tril- 
lion larvae produced. If one in 
a thousand grew to 20 count size 
it would be five billion pounds 
of shrimp. 

These figures are reasonable 
and conservative, but just for 
the sake of argument assume 
that these simple calculations 
are 90% in error. Then you have 
ten trillion shrimp larvae left. 
Tf one in a thousand of these 
grew to twenty-count size it would 
be a half billion pounds of 
shrimp. 

If the 200,000,000 pound pro- 
duction of shrimp of the Gulf 
last year &veraged  forty-count 
size, it would have been produced 
by the spawn from 8,000 females 
weighing 400 pounds, if all had 
lived to adult size. 

That type of consideration is 
the answer to the talk of wiping 
out the shrimp by killing out 
spawners."
